FORMAL DISAVOWAL “OF | 
ARABIC SINKING EXPECTED 
FROM GERMANY SOON 


Officials, While Awaiting Formal Communica- 
tion From Berlin, Believe Way Has Been Pre- 
pared for Adjustment of All Differences. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—With both | 


oral and written assurances from the 
German Government transmitted 
through Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, to the State Depart- 
ment regarding Germany’s submarine 
policy, officials of the Washington Gov- 


ernment look hopefully forward for an 
ultimate and satisfactory settlement of 
the whole submarine problem. Assuyr- 
ance is given that liners will not be sunk 
by German submarines without warning 
and without safety of the lives of non- 
combatants, provided the liners do not 
try to escape or offer resistance. 

Count von Bernstorff’s letter contained 
the information that the new policy of 
Germany had been decided upon before 
the steamer Arabic was sunk. 

Officials here are gratified with the 
German announcement, as it is believed 
to end the crisis in the relations be- 
tween the two governments. They con- 
sider that the way has now been pre- 
pared for a final adjustment of all dif- 
ferences. 

Germany's next communication, it 
was said authoritatively, will be a for- 
mal disavowal of the sinking of the 
Arabic and reparation will be made for 
American lives lost in the disaster if 
the attack was made by a German sub- 
marine. 

With the situation growing out of the 
Arabic incident out of the way, Ger- 
many’s reply to the last American note 
on the Lusitania will be forthcoming 
If that is satisfactory to the United 
States, it is believed that the Washing- 
ton Government will then turn its at- 
tention to the problem of neutral com- 
merce. A note to Great Britain al- 
ready is in course of preparation. The 
two issues, however, are being kept en- 
tirely distinct, President Wilson having 
consistently refused to allow the ques- 
tion of neutral commerce to be involve 
along with the submarine problem.

BERLIN, via The Hague, Sept. 2.— 
The conclusion reached by the English 
portion of the press as shown by the 
headlines: “Germany Has Thrown Von 
Tirpitz. Overboard,“ are reported to be 

somewhat premature as yet. 

Germany is undoubtedly desirous of 
eaching an understanding with America, 
but so far as indications go this desire 
does not extend to the giving up of 
submarine warfare against the English 
mercantile marine. In official circles it 
is said there is no intention of giving 
up the present warfare against England 
and that the diplomatic conversations 
which appear to be chiefly taking place 
in Washington rather than here are not 
being conducted with that end in view. 

Germany's intention appears chiefly 
to be to reach a basis of agreement with 
President Wilson, aside from reparation 
for the sinking of the Arabic, which will 
be certain to protect the lives of Amer- 
icans crossing the ocean. 

Military circles and some Reichstag 
members are strongly Opposed to any- 
thing which may affect the men of the 
navy or will be construed as defeat or 
humiliation for Grand Admiral von Tir- 
pitz. 

It is . that neither the record 
of the navy. that of the sub- 
marine bran¢ or of Von Tirpitz, de- 
serves that, and it is doubtful whether 
popular feeling would approve. That 
also appears to be the view in the most 
conciliatory circles of the Government. 
There is a strong disinclination here to 
talk about the probable attitude of the 
Government on the Lusitania incident 
after the Arabic matter is settled.

Woman’s Suit Against Attorney 
Over $3400 Is Followed by 
Devitt’s Statement. 


The suit filed yesterday by Miss Eliza- 
beth Rowan, chief clerk of the city hos- 
pital, against Louis Hudson, her former 
attorney, for an accounting as to how 
he had handled $3400 for her, developed 
an unsuai situation this morning. The 
money, according to Miss Rowan’s peti- 
tion, was first willed to her by John 
Davitt, a tinner,61 years old. and then 
given to ner outfight by the tinner; who 
is a patient at the hospital. 

Davitt for many years has been 


employed at the hospital for a sal- 
ary of $35 a month and out of this 
he had saved the money. Miss Ro- 
Wan said today that he had given her 
the savings outright. Davitt, who is 


ill and feeble, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had given it to her only 
to hold for him, as he had a sister in 
London, Eng., and another sister he 
had not heard from since the St. 
Louis cyclone, May 27, 1896. 

When informed of what Davitt had 
said, Miss Rowan declared again he 
had given her the money. She said 
she had long taken an interest in the 
old man, had kept his accounts for 
him, bought his clothing and per- 
formed other similar services, and 
she supposed he wished her to have 
the money out of gratitude. 

“I Want You te Have It.” 

Miss Rowan said that she had been 
managing all of Davitt's financial affairs 
and when he collapsed from what was 
diagnosed as heart disease, July 29, 
she asked him what he wrshed to do 
with his money. I want 2 to have 
it.“ she quotes the sick man 
Put it in the dank and 
interest for you.“ 

She then sent for Hudson to make a 
will, which was done three days later. 
She declares that Davitt. pointed at her 
and told Hudson he wished her to have 
the money. Although it is customary, 
when a man has means to pay for med- 
ical attention, to send him to some other 
hospital, in view of Davitt’s long serv- 
ices, Supt. Chapman ordered him taken 
to a ward of the city institution, where 
he remains. 

July 31, according to an allegation in, 
Miss Rowan's suit, or two days after 
his collapse, Davitt indorsed the certi- 
ficates of deposit over to her. The peti- 
tion declares this was done at the law- 
yer’s suggestion, to avoid the cost of 
piobatins a will and the payment of the 
collateral inheritance tax. 

The certificates were turned over to 
the attorney, who gut them cashed and 
deposited the money in the Third Na- 
tional Bank. Hudson borrowed $1000 
of it on his own personal note and later 
gave Miss Rowan a warranty deed as 
security. He also, according to the peti- 
tion and his own statement yesterday 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, persuaded 
her to invest $575 in a couple of loans 
secured by chattel mortgages. For his 
services he charged Miss Rowan 20 per 
cent. 

Became Dissatisfied. 

Susequently Miss Rowan became dis- 
satisfied with the way her attorney was 
managing her affairs. On the udvice of 
Supt. Chapman, she employed T. O. 
Stokes, another attorney. Saturday she 
rerved notice on Hudson that she wished 
an accounting, wished Davitt's will re- 
turned. wished the 81000 loa 1 recalled 
and that she no longer desired his serv- 
ices as attorney. At the same time no- 
ice was served on the Third National 
Bank not to permit any more of the 
money to be withdrawn. 

The bank so notified Hudson and he 
immediately filed suit againet the bank 
kor the balance, some $6%. Yesterday 
Miss Rowan embodied her demands in 
the form of a suit for accounting. She 
also obtained a temporary injunction. 
restraining Hudson from drawing on the 
bank. The injunction proceeding is set 
for hearing before Judge Kimmel Fri- 
day. 

Hudson had attended to legal metters 
for Miss Rowan for about a year.

Comptroller Says Officials Have 
Not Kept Promises to Cut 
Down Expenses. 


Comptroller Player. in an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today, declared that the heads of city 
departments had npt kept their 
promise, made to him and to Mayor 
Kiel, that the operating expenses of 
the departments would be cut down 
under the concentration and consoli- 
dation provisions of the new char- 
ter. He said‘that, for this and other 
reasons, the city will shortly face a 
serious financial crisis. 

The new charter has now been in et- 
fect a year, and Player said the pres- 
ent payroll was $80,000 a year in excess 
of the payroll at the time the charter 
was adopted. Of this $30,000, he said, 
$52,500 is in the departments under the 
Board of Public Service—the water, 
street, sewer and park departments. 

Mentions No Names. 

Player did not mention names, but 
said the heads of the public service 
departments had assured him and 
the Mayor, before the new charter 
went into effect, that they would be 
able to run their departments more 
economically under its provisions, The 
heads of the departments at that time 
are still in the city’s service in con- 
nection with the Board of Public 
Service, except that Dwight F. Davis 
has been replaced. as Park Commis- 
sioner by Nelson Cunliff. 

Th& Comptroller also said that a deficit, 
which he estimated at 9, 87.61. existed 
in the waterworks revenve, and that the 
supposed waterworks surplus, over inter- 
est and sinking fund requirements, did 
not exist. He said the proposal to spend 
$250,000 of waterworks revenue, for the 
construction of wharves or docks at 
North Market street was a “subterfuge” 
and that the money could not, in his 
opinion, legaliy go for that purpose.

BERLIN, by wireless to Tucker- 
ton, N. J. Sept. 2.—The German Ad- 
miralty made public today further 
details of the naval engagement on 
Aug. 17 off the Jutland coast, in 
which a small British cruiser and a 
British destroyer are said to have 
been stink by German torpedo boats. 
This statement, the Overseas News 
Agency says, was elicited by the as- 
sertion of the British Minister at 
Bucharest that the German official 
report concerning the incident was 
an invention. 

“The British forces were complete- 
ly surprised by the attack of German 
torpedo boats,” the Admiralty says.

=! NOT ENOUGH, SAYS 
LONDON'S PRESS 


Germany's Whole Submarine 
Warfare Policy Must Be Aban- 
doned, Says Daily Telegraph. 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—While London 
newspapers express. the belief that Pres- 
ident Wilson will not be content with 


the important concession he has gained 
from Gerntany in regard to submarine 
warfare, they also express satisfaction 
over the changed aspect of the Ger- 
man-American situation resulting from 
Count von Bernstorff’s note to Secretary 
of State Lansing, which, they hold, in- 
dicates that Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the German Imperial Chancellor, has a 
freer hand, 

At is difficult to imagine,“ says the 
Daily Telegraph in an editorial, ‘‘that 
President Wilson will accept Count von 
Bernstorff’'s proposal, since such a set- 
tlement would leave merchant sailors 
under the American or other flags still 
exposed to all the perils of submarine 
piracy. If there is any whittling away 
of the broad principle for which the 
United States Government has been 
conténding the world will be confronte1 
with murderous conditions at sea as a 
permanent menace in time of war, fcr 
Germany has no monopoly of subma- 
rines.’’ 

Whole Policy Must Go. 

The Daily Telegraph contends that 
nothing but a complete abandonment g 
Germany’s submarine icy will be suf- 
ficient. It argues that international 
law recognizes no difference between 
passenger vessels and cargo boats ani 
says that Germany herself acted in ac- 
cordance with this principle so long as 
she had a warship or a merchantman 


British naval power asserted its sway 
by legitimate means. 

“The sobering truth to the Germans, ’ 
the Daily Telegraph continues, “is that 
they are confronted by an embarrassing 
situation where something must be 
done. Two alteratives only are open 
either Germany must persist in her pol- 
icy of outrage and murder, or call off 
her submarines. There is no middle 
course, unless the United States is to 
recede from the position she has hither- 
to. maintained.” 

In conclusion the Daily Telegraph says 
that while it is believed Count von 
Bernstorff is trying to obtain minimum 
terms, it sees hope in the apparentiv 
diplomatic iliness of Admiral von Tir- 
pita, the German Minister of Marine, 
which, it declares, will give Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Hollweg a free hand. 

Triumph for von Bethmann. 

The Daily Graphic says the announce! 
German position is a greater triumph 
for Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg than for 
President Wilson. 

“It is a clever concession,”’ says the 
Daily Graphic, “which costs Germany 
nothing because her power to repeat 
such atrocities as the sinkin= of the 
Lusitania has *o a large extent been 
destroyed by the heavy toll Great Brit- 
ain has taken of her submarines. If 
President Wilson is really in earnest, 
however, he cannot be satisfied with 
such partial concession.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle points out that 
while the concession made by Germany 
shrough Count von Bernstorff is quite 
insufficient to satisfy the principles laid 
down in President Wileon’s first note, 
respecting the Lusitania, it meets the 
last note, in which the principles were 
greatly whittled down, differing only in 
confining to liners what the President 
had claimed for all merchantmen. 

“With President Wi'son’s eagerness 
to catch at any straw that may pre- 
serve peace it is plain that he will not 
press this difference,“ says the Chron- 
icle, and yet some of the cases which 
most unfavorably impressed. American 
opinion were those of cargo boats, and 
the possibilities of inhumanity, which 
the German formula leaves open, are 
great ar.d obvious.“ 


Sinking of Arabic a Test. 

The Chronicle supposes the sinking of 
the Arabic was “a try-on” to discover 
how much America would stand and 
that the outburst of American anger 
finally decided the German Government 
to yield something. The paper criticises 
somewhat severely President Wilson's 
policy, which it contends concedes to 
Germany the right to sink all enemy 
merchantmen, except liners, without no- 
tice, thus for the first time giving 
equasi-international san-tion to practices 
never before sanctioned by international 
law.” 


The Standard assumes in an editorial 
that the word “liner’’ will cover broadly 
all passenger-carrying vessels and re- 
joices unfeignedly in the triumph of the 
President's calm persistence and unhur 
ried firmness and also in the. evidence 
thus given of the moral force which 
the United States exercises in the af- 
fairs of the world. It says that since 
the British navy now has the submarine 
menace well in hand, it is not profitable 
to inquire whether Germany made a 
virtue of necessity. 


What the President Wen. 

“It should be borne in mind,“ the 
Standard says, that the President's aim 
was not to be a ruler and judge over 
nations, but to protect the lives and 
property of American citizens. The eth-

BARI, Italy, Sept. 2.—Eight, Albanians 
were sentenced to long terms in prison 
today for having communicated with 
Austria by carrier pigeons. The men 
involved are Capt. Shagir Mustapha of 
the Albanian bark Bella Scutarina, who 
Was sentenced to 20 years, and seven 
members of his crew, condemned to 

serve 10 years each.

Congressman William L. Igoe and 
Henry Kortjohn, former Election Com- 
missioner, have explained to the Post- 
Dispatch that personal tax suits filed 
against them by Collector Koeln do not 
relate to their own taxes, but to taxes 
against property of estates represented 
by them.

Dispatch the following statement over 
his own signature: ö 

In view of the publicity that has 
been given to a suit filed against me by 
Collector Koeln for personal taxes 
amounting to $9.87, I wish to state that 
the tax bill on which suit has been filed 
is for taxes assessed against an estate 
of which I was executor. All taxes of 
every kind against me personally have 
been paid up, the taxes for 1914 having 
been paid to the Collector on Dec. 18, 
1914. It so happened that I was in Wash- 
ington at the time, and my brother, at 
my request, called at the Collector’s 
cffice on that day and paid all taxes 
Assessed against me. 

“The tax bill sued on was not due 
until Dec. 31. 1914, and became delin- 
quent Jan. 1, 1915. If notices of this bill 
were sent I never received them, and 80 
far as I can learn no such notice was 
received at my office or residence, dur- 
ing my absence in Washington. 

“While the general rule is to sue on 
tax bills after they are several years 
cid, the suit against me is on a bill that 
has only been delinquent since the first 
Gay of the present year. The tax bill 
is one that I am liabie for, as executor, 
and must pay, tut the filing of the suit 
and the resulting publicity may give a 
wrong impression, which I desire to cor- 
rect.”’

“Death at Hands of Parties Un- 
known.“ Finding of Coroner’s 
Jury in Club Killing. 


A verdict of “death at the hands of 
parties unknown” was returned by a 
Coroner’s jury yesterday afternoon in 
the case of Charles Leo Lynam, who 
was shot and killed at Jefferson and 
Cass avenues iast Saturday night.

further developments. The only basis 
upon which Germany will find it possiblo | 
to conclude peace remains unchanged. 

The North German Gazette says in 
an officially inspired article that the 
furious attack of Sir Edward Grey upon 
the German Chancellor and the German 
Minister or Finance, who said that Ger- 
many’s enemies would have to pay the 
expenses of the war, shows that En- 
gland was hit in her most vulnerable 
spot. The hot sallies of the British 
press on the same subject also show 
that the idea of paying for the war out 
of her own pocket evidently ig much 
more unpleasant to England than the 
plans of German annexationists, who 
desire to take over territory belonging 
for the most part to England's allies. 

“These things show further that Great 
Britain’s hopes of winning the war have 
sunk to zero. So long as she expected 
to win, it was generally understood that 
Germany would be required to pay a 
huge war indemnity. Since British 
statesmen and newspapers are now de- 
claring excitedly that a war indemnity 
is immoral and oppressive, the change 
of. opinion can have no other reason 
than the conviction that Germany cannot 
te compelled to pay. 

“Telegrams from the Dardanelles re- 
port that the morale of the expeditionary 
force is badly shaken. A French soldier 
who was taken orisoner, declared that 
the Germans would be in Paris before 
the allies got to Constantinople. The 
troops are reported as pessimistic over 
the prospect of a winter campaign. 
Spread of the dysentery epidemic that 
already is decimating the force is 
feared.”

+ improve.”’ 


No important changes are noted in 
the Kansas City district except an in- 
creased demand for money to move the 
crops. Labor is well employed. 

The Chicago report says that August 
developments in the Seventh District 
show the general business advance,” 
with better than average crops insight, 
and iron and steel plants running to 


capacity. The automobile cities in the] 8 


district report unusual demand for new 
models and enlargement of factory fa- 
cilities, 

Harvesting Big Grain

CHINA RESIGNS; WAS 
VIRTUAL PRISONER 


Action Is Interpreted as Prepara- 
tory td the Establishment 
of a Monarchy. 


SHANGHAI, China, Sept. 3,—Li 


Yuen Heng has resigned as Vice 
President of the Chinese Republic. 
The interpretation placed “upon his 
act is that it is preparatory to the 
establishment of a monarchy, which 
is popularly regarded as virtually | 
certain. 


PEKIN, Sept. 2.—The monarchist so- 
ciety is having petitions signed in all 
parts of the country requesting Presi- 
dent Yuan:Shi*Kai to declare himself 
monarch. The petitions are being sub- 
mitted to the existing advisory council, 
the members of which are appointees of 
Yuan Shi Kal. Opposition to the ef- 


forts of the monarchists is being stifled. 

A sensational story is published in 
guarded words by this morning’s news- 
papers. Vice-President Li Yuen Heng, 
who has heen virtually a prisoner in the 
palace grounds for many months, failed 
to attend yesterday the session of the 
advisory council of which he is chair- 
man. This body was assembled in the 
capacity. of a parliamentary hoard, be- 
stowed upon it Monday in a mandate 
promulgated by President Yuan Shi 
Kal. 


Gen. Li Yuen Heng is reported to have 
sent through his confidential secretary 
to President Yuan Shi Kai a request 
that he be granted a small bodyguard 
and permission to depart with his fan- 
ily from the Forbidden city to a pri- 
vate residence. He is said to have stat- 
ed in his message to the President that 
while he would not oppose tHe project 
for the restoration of a monarchy, he 
would not subscribe his name to a pe- 
tition favoring such a project. 


The newspapers devote much space 
every day to developments in the mon- 
archist propaganda.

TS WHY ALLIES 


HAVE LOST GROUND 


Each Nation Deficient in Some 
Respect—Must Combine Re- 
sources, Writer Says. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Charles Hum- 
bert, French Senator from the Depart- 
ment of the Meuse. in an Article in the 
New York American, sayy in part: 


“After one year's war it is almost dis- 
heartening to see the German organiza- 
tion still advantageously resisting the 
coalition formed against it. 

“This situation seems a challenge 
against logic. With their forces and re- 
sources, the allied countries should be 
able to speedily defeat the Germanic 
empires. ; 

“Why, then, do we have to wait so 
long for victory? 

“The answer is easy. Thanks to thor- 
ough preparation, Germany has put into 
immediate movement the totality of her 
power, each fighter brought up to the 
maximum of his value. Her marvelous 
armament has been maintained at the 
highest degree of perfection. 

“On the contrary, the enormous theo- 
retically allied force can only be par- 
tially and progressively put in line. 

“The Teutonic forces have another 
most important advantage in their uni- 
ty. Only Germany commands. Neither 
Austria nor Turkey really has the right 
to call herself an ally of Germany. One 
is a vassal, the other a subject. 

“It really seems that to attain vic- 
tory allied forces must institute among 
themselves a closer co-operation and a 
real and effective division of their 
task. 

“France, which has proportionately 
mobilized the greatest legions and most 
complete armaments, finds herself at a 
loss through lack of basic industrial 
materials. 

“England, wealthy in coal and miner- 
als, and full of giant manufactories, has 
as yet only a small army. It is her 
duty to mobilize all her economic as well 
as al] her military forces. 

“Italy, which we must admire for her 
excellent organization and admirable 
valor, has availed herself of only a part 
of her population. 

“Japan, the only allied country in a 
complete state of preparation, has par- 
ticipated only partially in the war. 

“Immense and deep Russia, the inex- 
haustible reserve of the allies, full of 
men not yet called, delays mobilization 
through lack of armament and financial 
resources. 

“B-igium and Servia, aggrandized by 
their own heroism, have even more need 
$e assistance from the nations fight- 
ing with them. 

“If we assemble all these elements 
they would constitute a world whose 
unlimitable possibilities stagger the im- 
agination. Let them together, supply 
the deficiencies of each where they 
appear, organize themselves and hen 
the German power will * no more.’

Prohibition to Be Dropped Until 
the Equal Franchise Measure 
Is Before the People. 


The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union of Missouri, which always has 
been active in the support of many 
bills, particularly prohibition measures, 
introduced in the State Legislature, has 
come to an agreement with the State 
Suffrage Association to concentrate al! 
its energies durilg the coming term to- 
ward the single object of getting the 
franchise for women. 

This annou:.cement is being made 
through the W. C. 1. U. press and at 
suffrage headquarters, though it is no- 
ticeahle that no great publicity is be- 
ing given the order by the suffragists. 

There always has been a suffrage de- 
partment in the W. C. T. U. program, 
but not always has there been com- 
plete co-operation between the. two 
bodies. The W. C. T. U. has come to 
aamit, according to Miss Fannie D. 
Robb, local secretary, that when pre 
hibition is introduced the issue is so 
disturbing as to obscure and’ confuse all 
other measures in any way connected 
with prohibition; that when dry legis- 
lation is introduced many otner valu- 
able bills are blocked, and prohibition 
is argued endlessly with little result. 

Even opponents of prohibition are sus- 
pected of introducing the subject in or- 
der to block other legislation, say the 
suffragists.

ALL ARE WELL EQUIPPED 


On Other Hand, Writes Corre- 
spondent, Enthusiasm In- 
spires Italy to Win. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispaten. 

MILAN, Aug. 5.— The Austrians, who 

still are in a state of stupefaction re- 

garding the result of fighting in Carso, 


on Monte Nero and around Gorizia, 
spend their time or some of it explain- 


armies are not yet in Milan nor their 
fleet moored near the Palace of the 
Doges in Venice. 

Austrian officers now prisoners of war 
in this country (thereby reaching not 
only Venice, but Milan, Alessandria and 
the islands around Sicily faster than 
even they ever thought, though in a 
different Way than they dreamed) talk 
a good deal about this unpleasant sur- 
prise. They account for it in various 
ways. 

First, they say that the Italian bay- 
onet charges preluded by that ery of 
Viva Savoia!” from a thousand throats 
terrify the Austrian soldiers to such an 
extent that they won't stand firm. They 
flee—if their officers don’t shoot them 
down first—or else surrender. The large 
proportion of privates amongst Aus- 
trian prisoners, quite out of keeping 
with the number of officers, bears out 
this statement. 


Finds Austrian Mark Bad. 

But the bayonet is not the only Ital- 
ian superiority. The artillery had done 
much, too. The Austrian artillery is 
excellent, but badly handled. 

The Austrians are well equipped and 
well fed. No matter what the civil pop- 
ulation may have to pay for his food, 
the soldiers get plenty. The appear- 


sj} ance of prisoners and the well-stocked 


stores found in trenches taken by tne 
Italians fully testify to that. 


But morale tells as much as good ra- 
tions and thick boots. The Austrian 
soldiers are sick of the war. That out- 
burst of hatred against Italy, which was 
to produce thousands of ardent volun- 
teers, prophesied from Vienna during 
the whole of last winter, has failed to 
come. Where are these blood-thirsty 
yolunteers, shirkers from fighting the 
Russians yet seeing red when Italy 
was mentioned? They have died away 
like snow before the sun. 

The fact remains that those sent to 
fight on the Italian front are not in- 
spired by that zest which is sometimes 
more valuable than artillery and »ayo- 
nets, but are glad to exchange the 
trenches for a foreign prison camp. They 
have had enough of fighting: the Ga- 
lician campaign and the horrors of the 
Servian retreat are still fresh in their 
memory. 

‘ Italians Are Enthusiastic, 

Against this put the enthusiasm, still 
reigning in Italy. The men conceal 
their wounds in fear of being sent back 
to the hospital. The work done in a 
week by the thousands of humble de- 
pendents of the general staff is amazing! 
The officers in charge of railway sta- 
tions along the ffont sit at their tables 
day and night. 

One case is on record where an officer 
sat for six days and nights on end, 
passing trains to the front with fresh 
men and others back with wounded 
ones. In a lull he snatched an hour’s 
sleep, his head on the table. His work 
tided over a crisis and saved hundreds 
of lives by getting those trainloads of 
wounded on to good hospitals. 

Then the Austrians have lost a lot of 
confidence in their own leaders. These 
have been substituted in many cases 


by German officers and there is no sym- 


pathy between the two classes, those 
who command and those who obey. 
Queen’s Sympathy Helps. 
The Italians have two advantages over 
this lukewarm feeling. They have full 
confidence in their leader—Cadorna, and 
their quick feelings and vivid, imagina- 
tions have responded generously to the 
presence of their King and Queen. The 
King is always with them. Every regi- 
ment at the front has seen him, Every 
hospital ward has had the Queen, with 
her cheering words and practical, com- 
mon sense. 

If she even notices a soldier lying too 
flat she asks the reason—no pillows, She 
wires to Milan or Rome and has them 
sent at her expense. Her early training 
in Montenegro, where vovereign and 
peasant are in constant touch, has given 
her an insight into the needs of peas- 
ant soldiers that no Italian women not 
of the people can have. She does not 
encourage elaborate methods in the hos- 
pitals, but sees that simple comforts and 
food such as the men are used to are 
given to them. 

Then there are no less than 15,000 
priests ‘fighting side by side with the 
sharpshooters and Alpinists, ready,

Higher Corn Is Irregular While

THURSDAY’S COMPARATIVE FUTURE QUOTATIONS. 
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Wheat ruled higher today on Liverpool 
cables, 1d to 2d up, and a forecast for 
rough weather in the spring wheat terri- 
tory: Corn was irregular on good weath- 
er. Oats were firm. Reports of export 


sales lifted wheat nearly 2c in the late 


market, but peace talk caused a reac- 
tion. The closing was about le higher 
than yésterday’s finals. Corn and oats 
closed with a rally and the September 3 
option was higher, while the deferre-i 
deliveries were lower. 

The official Liverpool cable said: 

“Steady American and Winnipeg mar- 
kets yesterday and light arrivals, to- 
gether with unfavorable weather in the 
United Kingdom, served to cause a very 
firm undertone today. Spots were strong. 
Id to 2d advanced, with cargo markets 
strong. Winters 6d higher, Manitobas 9d 
higher, Plates id higher and Indians 
nominally $d higher. There is a noticea- 
ble scarcity of Manitoba offerings, with 
few Ameircan offers and Indian offers 
nothing. Argentine prospects are unfa- 
vorable. Corn is easy, with liberal of- 
fers of Plate and Buenos Aires.”’ 

B. W. Snow’s report to Bartlett Fra- 
zier Co. said: Snow report for Sept. 1 
makes condition of corn 80.2 against 80.6 
last month. Aside from lateness that is 
serious only over the northern part of 
the belt, all other conditions governing 
rrobable yield are highly favorable, with 
earing reported especially heavy. Upon 
2 per cent of the area the crop averages 
fully two weeks late and needs frost im- 
munity until Sept. 25. If the crop pros- 
pect now in sig shall mature, an ex- 
pectation of 2,986,000,000 bu, upon my esti- 
mate of acreage, or of 3,071,000 000 
bu upon the Gcvernment acreage esti- 
sis of past experience. The growth this 
year, however, is so 8 and earing 
so abnormally heavy that full maturity 
of the crop might easily furnish a rate 
of yield that would carry the total pro- 
duction well above the record of 1912— 
8,12. 000, 000 bu. 

“Threshing is now well under way and 
present returns show that winter wheat 
average is a half bushel per acre, or 
nearly 3 per cent less than was shown a 
month ago, by the first returns. In a 
large measure this represents the actual 
losses in quantity from weather experi- 

ence since harvest. Apparently there is 
also in addition an acreage loss amount- 
ing to about a million acres. Threshing 
returns to date show an average of 16.6 
bu, making ‘a probable winter wheat 
crop of 651,000,000 bu. Spring wheat con- 
diticn 91.8, against 92.4 last month. This 
is the highest harvest condition since 
1898. Upon the basis of average experi- 
ence this figure would indicate a 1 of 
16.2 bu, and a total crop of 315,000,000 bu, 
which should closely approximate the 
official indication this month. Thresh- 
ing already done, however, shows that 
vields are overrunning the indication by 
more than two bu per acre, so that thé 
spring wheat crop when actually meas- 
urei at the mechine is likely to reach 
very closely to 356,000,000 bu. 

‘Oats threshing to date shows more 
than 3 bu per acre above what was indi- 
cateé on Aug. 1. and if fully maintained 
by later results, will give a crop of 

„000,000 bu. The official report this 
month again gives condition of the crop, 
and the indication will probably be
